Christmas Tree Care 


Halls Fire Hazards 


You wouldn’t build a fire on the 
living room floor, but an improp­ 
erly c f e c o r a t e d Christmas tree I 
amounts to the same thing. Don’t I 
invite Santa to come to your house 
on a fire engine; follow these pre­ 
cautions in Christmas tree lighting 
and decorating: 
Choose a small Ace, rather than 
a large one. 
Store the tree outdoors until a 
day or two before Christmas. 
When the tree is brought into the 
house, stand it in water and set it 


I 
in a cool part of the house, away 
from radiators, heaters and fire­ 
places. Don’t allow it to block an 
exit. 
Cheek Carefully 
Be sure every lichting set and 
electric cord you use is in good 
c o n d i t i o n — no w-orn or frayed 
wires, no loose sockets. 
When you buy new sets or cords, 
look fort the approved Underwrit- ' 
! 
ers’ Label. The ones that bear it 
have 
passed 
tests for fire and 
, shock hazards. 
Provide a switch some distance 
from the tree for turning tree 
lights on and off. 
Ornaments should be m ade of 
fireproof materials, metal or glass. 
Never set up electee trains un- 
I der the tree. 
Don't let gift wrappings pile up 
I under the tree. 
Don't leave tree lights burning 
i when no one is home.

From time to time, check nee­ 
dles near the lights to see if they

have started to turn brown 
When needles start to fall, take 
the tree down and discard it out- 
i doors.

Bes! for Youngsters 


Carefully selected toys will give 
children 
many 
happy 
hours of 
safer, 
constructive play. 
Poorly 
chosen toys, on the other hand, 
will collect dust on the shelf or 
need repairing a few days after 
Christmas. 
Many winding and friction-drive 
toys are limited in their use and 
aie not recommended for children. 
On the other hand, blocks, logs and 
other such toys will help develop 
a child's creativity. 
If you choose a doll as a gift, be 
sure it is durable. Check the arm s 
to see that they will bend easily. 
Also see that the fingers are not 
spread out so that it is difficult to 
dress the doll. 
Make Clothes Simple 
Doll clothes should be attractive, 
yet made so the child can m a n a g e 
them herself. They should open 
.down either the front or the back 
and fasten with snaps, large but­ 
tons or ties. 
The construction and m aterial 
used in toys is also important. 
Since hard plastics break easily, 
soft plastics, metal and wood are 
better for toys. Inspect metal toy* 
carefully to be sure there are no 
sharp edges.

American Conception 
Within recent years some of our

It is no 
reflection on Santa himself that 
many children who eagerly awrait

So let us not blame Santa, nor 
the children, if the central idea of 
Christmas, the birth of Jesus, suf­ 
fers from neglect. The fault lies 
| with those of us whose duty it is 
to lead and guide and teach and 
show the way. 


Tree Should Be Safe 
As Well as Pretty 
Make sure your Christmas tree 
this year is as safe as it is attrac­ 
tive. The way to do it is to keep 
the butt of the tree in water while 
it’s in the house. 
Keeping the tree in water will 
help to prevent dryness that may- 
mean a fire hazard. It will also 
keep the needles from dropping 
so rapidly. 
When you select your tree, try 
to find out how long it has been 
cut. It will last longer if it has 
been cut recently.

Christmas tree, but Douglas fir is 
nearly as good. Becoming increas- I 
mgly popular are the pine trees 
Scotch, red. w h i t e and jack 
which hold their needles from two 
to four weeks

boxwood, aborvitae, azalea, yew, 
rhododendron and juniper. Little 
teepees can be built around ex­ 
posed shrubs and tender plants 
This will protect them from biting, 
drying winds and prevent snow and 
ice from accumulating and bend­ 
ing the plants out of shape

Beautiful Poinsettia 
Needs Special Care 


The poinsettia, with its bright 
red flowers and green foliage, will 
survive if cared for properly. 
If you have recently purchased 
a poinsettia, chances a re it was 
greenhouse grown, so try to pro­ 
vide conditions as nearly as pos­ 
sible like those in the greenhouse. 
A uniform tem perature of 60-75 de­ 
grees F is best Place the plant 
in bright light near a sunny win­ 
dow but remove it at night to pre­ 
vent chilling 
Water it enough to 
keep the soil moderately moist but 
not water-logged. 
Cool and Dry 
If you intend to keep the poin­ 
settia for another year, gradually 
withhold water and store it in a 
cool, dry place after it has stopped 
blooming. In April or May, prune 
it down to six inches, and repot it 
rn a good potting mixture with 
proper drainage. 
Return it to bright light to renew 
its growth. You can put it out in 
the garden when the tem perature 
rem ains above 60 degrees F. An 
area partly shaded from the mid­ 
day sun is most desirable. 
You 
can 
keep 
the 
poinsettia 
short by pinching it in summer, 
but do not prune the same shoot 
more 
than once because 
small 
flowers will result. 
As cool w e a t h e r approaches, 
move the plant indoors to an airy 
and s u n n y location, preferably 
near a south window. The poinset­ 
tia is a short-day plant and must 
not be exposed to artificial light 
because it will delay or prevent 
flowering.

For the family which prefers a 
small tree, an evergreen can se: vc 
as the traditional Christmas deco­ 
ration 
during 
the holidays and 
later take its place in the family 
yard as an ornamental tree. 
Forestry experts say that the 
live tree has a reasonable chance 
of survival if several rules ait- fol­ 
lowed 
First, careful digging it neces­ 
sary to insure that the whole root 
system is removed with the tree 
The evergreen should be thorough­ 
ly watered from the moment it is 
potted. 
The tree should be kept in the 
house a minimum amount of time, 
since the heat of the house often 
forces the buds to break out. These 
will freeze when the tree is trans­ 
planted outdoors. 
Short-needled varieties of ever­ 
green make the best potted trees. 
These include balsam, white and 
Dauglass fir and blue, white, red 
and Norway spruce 
The foliage 
of pines is too sparse at the three- 
foot height to make them suitable 
as table trees.

The Yule Log tradition is m ak­ 
ing a comeback as more and more 
of today's modern homes are de­ 
signed with open fireplaces as well 
as central heating and gas stoves. 
For those who have a place to 
burn a Yule log and want one, tra­ 
dition says that it should be oak. 
ash, olive, apple or pine Whatever 
type you choose or may be able 
to acquire, get plenty of wood. 
Ash is highly desirable since it 
can be used without being sea­ 
soned. It burns quickly, and thrown 
off plenty of heat. Poplar, on the 
other hand, will spark badly if un 
seasoned. 
Elm is less desirable since it is 
slow to get started. However, it 
lasts a long time and brightens 
up when it gets going A few logs 
of birch, pine or fir will help it 
along. 
Beech and oak are among the 
best logs. Beech has a pleasant 
arom a and gives off a steady glow. 
Oak has the outstanding merit of 
burning slowly. 
If none of these are available 
select wood from some kind of 
fruit tree. Such wood gives off a 
pleasant smell when burning.

Another legend holds that the first Christm as tree was really an 
apple tree And. although the fii tree has long since replaced its pre 
decessor for C hristm as use, the tinsel baubles we use on the tree are 
said representat ive of the fruit which for the early Christians sy m 
boti zed the fall of m an in the G ard en of Eden and his reclamation by 
the birth of the Saviour.

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Homa owners can often fat all 
th# Yule' greens t h e y need by 
wisely pruning their conifer trees 
and evergreen shrubs. There are 
five sim ple rules to follow when 
trim m ing branchee and twigs for 
holiday d eco ratio n . 


(I) Thin tho trees and shrubs 
for shape, alw ays m aintaining the 
natural contour of the plant. (J) 
Do not cut m ore than 6 to 7 inches 
from a branch. (3) If the tree has 
not been pruned for some tim e, 
take off every other branch. (4) 
Do not cut b e y o n d the green 
needles; otherw ise this will not fill 
in with new growth. (5> Keep the 
cut branches in a cool m oist place 
until ready for use. 


Meal Oreana 


Spruce, pine, hemlock, yew and 
aborvitae m ake ideal C hristm as 
greens. Yew seem s to hold up best. 
Broadleaf evergreens auch as lau­ 
rel, androm eda, b o x w o o d and 
Japanese holly should be kept in 
w ater when used indoors, other­ 
wise their leaves shrivel. 


Roping used to fram e a door­ 
way can be m ade of pine, balsem , 
laurel, end hemlock. Any of the 
broadleaf evergreens, co-mingled 
with holly, balsam or yew, are 
ideal for w reaths. Good for indoor 
arrangem ents are barberry, fire- 
thorn, viburnum with its bright 
red fruit, bayberry and drooping 
leucothoe. 


ABOUT 


A ttractive 
holiday adornm ents 
for the front door, m antels and 
dining room can do m uch to bring 
the w arm , friendly spirit of the 
C hristm as season into the home 
A triangle or crescent form ed 
of two or three type* of greens 
will brighten the front door. Pine, 
hemlock, spruce, fir, laurel, holly 
and scotch broom all work well 
here. Tie the stem s together with 
string or wire to form the triangle 
or crescent. Use branches of vary­ 
ing length, with the larger foliage 
near the base of stem end Add a 
bow of w aterproof C hristm as rib 
bon and some pine cones, berries 
balls or bells for color at the stem 
end of the spray. 
Front Door Piece 


Turn a few greens upside down 
and insert them at the basal ends 
to cover the bare stem s. The en­ 
tire spray should then be turned 
upside down and hung on the out 
side of the front door. 
A simple, but attractive dinner 
table arrangem ent involves using 
a glass salad bowl With a needle 
or pin holder rn the center. The 
holder can be m ade fast with mod­ 
eling clay. P la ce a few evergreens 
around the edge of the bowl, in 
sertm g the stem s in the holder. A 
dozen red and white roses or ca r­ 
nations facing in different direc­ 
tions com pletes a beautiful but 
sim ple centerpiece for the table. 
An excellent m antle piece can 
be m ade from a piece of plain 
white Styrofoam . Insert candles in 
a row' down the center, then deco­ 
rate foreground and background I 
sparingly with s m a l l pieces of 
evergreen. 


H iere's m ore to m istletoe than 
the excuse to invite a kiss from 
a pretty girl. 


The white-berried plant actually 
is 
a parasite, 
often killing off 
trees that play it host. In recent 
years A ustralian foresters resorted 
to flame throw ers to kill off the 
plant in some wooded areas. The 
popular prom oter of Yuletide ro­ 
m ance has a bad habit of sapping 
the w ater and m ineral salt# from 
the trees, starving them to death. 
The m istletoe does serve on# 
useful function in the outdoors, 
however, as it provides a w inter 
food supply for m ockingbirds, rob­ 
ins and waxwings. These sm all 
birds 
are 
responsible f o r t h e 
spread of the tree-dam aging p ara­ 
site. After eating the berries, the 
birds clean their beaks on the 
trees, firmly planting the m istle­ 
toe seeds they do not eat. The tap 
root of the seedling pierces the 
tenderest portions of the tree— 
young branches or buds—and the 
tree sap is drawm into the thick 
leaves of the guest plant. 
Thus the m istletoe plays dual 
characters and at least according 
to on# superstition, can change 
from one character to another in 
the twinkling of an eye. F or in­ 
stance, if the Yuletide m istletoe 
bough isn’t rem oved from a house 
by Candlemas* Eve 'F eb ru ary I), 
each leaf will produce a goblin to 
plague the careless occupants dur­ 
ing the year.

with yuletide postm arks. 
Indiana’s Santa Claus is th# only 
town with exclusive rights to its 
Yuletide postm ark, although there 
is a Santa, Idaho. The privilege of 
the exclusive Santa Claus post- 1 
m ark is reserved to the Indiana 
post office by congressional act. 
There is only on# Christm as, the 
one in Florida, 
although Maine 
boasts a C hristm as Cove. 
Six Bethlehem ! 
Bethlehem , Conn., has plenty of 
com petition, however, as there are 
six other Bethlehem s—in Indiana, 
Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Georgia, 
M aryland, and New Ham pshire. 
There are two Noels, one in Vir­ 
ginia and another in Missouri.

“And as he is now in Heaven, 
w here we all hope to go. and all 
m eet each other after we are dead, 
and there be happy always to­ 
gether, you can never think what 
a good place heaven is, without 
knowing who He was and what 
He did.”

At this tim e for the past four 
cars this column has told some 
hing of the origin, history and 
lore of Christm as and of Santa 
t- laus. 
Little has been said, how 
ever, about the m any superstitions 
ihat have become associated with 
the day, superstitions that relate 
to subjects varying from ashes and 
tuck to weather. 
Since weather is 
always present and comes in for 
frequent discussion, some of the 
superstitions 
connecting 
it 
with 
Christmas come to mind. 
According to one of the more 
common of the w eather supers!) 
dons, it is not difficult to know 
how’ many snows may be expected 
during the winter. 
It is easy to 
determ ine. 
One has only to’ ob 
serve the date of the first snow 
and count the intervening days un 
til Christmas to know the number 
of snows expected. 
This method 
gives a second chance to those who 
neglected to count the foggy morn 
ings in August. 
For anyone who 
wishes to check the validity of this 
superstition, the first snowfall in 
Southern Illinois came on Decern 
ber 4 
This obviously would as 
sure 21 snows during the approach 
in j winter, making it a “long hard 
w inter.” 


T here were other queer snow be 
liefs associated with the Christmas 
season 
As examples, a snowy or 
white Christmas foretold a green 
Easter, fewer deaths in the coming 
year, and thus a “lean graveyard. ’! 
The reverse of this superstition a1 
so was circulated. 
If Christmas 
were green or sunny, Easter would 
be cold and graveyards would grow 
“fat ” 
A snowy 
Christmas also 
foretold a good fruit crop. 
If the 
wind 
were 
from 
the south, the 
prospects for a good peach crop 
were especially good, 
By this same stock of supersti 
tions, those wishing to know more 
about rain for each month of the 
coming year could gain that in 
formation by the use of a dozen 
onions 
(small 
were 
as good 
as 
large) and a few spoons of salt. 
The end of each onion was cut and 
a small cavity was m ade in it. Into 
each hollowed cut an equal amount 
of salt was placed, and the onions 
were arranged in an ordered row 
on a shelf or table and named for 
the months of the 
year. 
They 
then w'ere not disturbed and it was 
best that no one w ent near them.! 
The next morning 
some of the 
named onions would have water 
in tho cavities to foretell the rainy 
months. 
One more condition was 
to be observed. 
This entire ritual I 
of preparation was to be carried. 
out between ten o ’clock and mid 
night on Christmas Eve. 
Other 
Christmas 
sup e rstitio n s; 
had to do with foods. 
If a head of j 
cabbage was tied to the ceiling' 
and nails driven into it, good luck 


for the com ing year was assured 
If <me lacked 
the cabbage head 
and nails, he could secure equally 
good results bv eating pork and 
blackeyed peas. 
lf neither ol the 
foregoing was available, the one 
wishing to h av e good luck could 
eat Sauer K ra u t with equally good 
effects. 


lf one had a dog tj,at hp wished 
to guard a g a in s t hydrophobia he 
had only to fee d the pet some sil­ 
ver filing" on buttered bread. The 
superstition d o es not say whether 
it should be toasted. 
This was to 
be done on C hristm as Eve, but if 
the owner failed to do so, then 
equally good resu lts could be had 
by feeding th e sam e ration on .New 
Year’s Eve or th e Eve of Epiphany 
A superstition th a t came to Illinois 
from G erm any offered farmers as- i 
surance that th e ir livestock would 
be safe d u rin g the coming year! 
from damage 
by witches if the 
stables 
w ere 
cleaned 
between 
Christmas and \ €w year's Day, 


On C hristm as 
Eve, the spirits 
talked and a n im a ls could talk to 
them at m id n ig h t. 
A child born 
on C hristmas Day was gifted with 
the power to see spirits and to un 
derstand the 
speech of animals. 
This chain of superstitions would 
provide some interesting results if 
only animals co u ld be induced to 
talk. 
Roosters crowing at night usual­ 
ly presaged b a d luck. 
This did 
not hold true, however, at Christ 
mas 
time, 
T h e re 
were 
certain 
tasks that s h o u ld not be done at 
I Christmas. 
A sh es were not to be 
removed and no woman was to sew 
or knit betw een Christmas and the 
fourth day of th e new year. 
Any girl c u r i ous to know how 
many Christm as presents she could 
expect to receive, simply counted 
the number of w hite spots in her 
fingernails ju s t 
before December 
25. 
If an u n b re ila was received 
among the gifts, it resulted in a 
broken friendship, 
it was bad luck 
to kill a fly o n Christmas or to 
leave t hristm as 
greens up after 
the New Year, 
i, was good luck 
to you th ro u g h o u t the year if you 
were the first to greet anyone with 
a shouted “M e rry Christmas ” 
At 
least one su p e rstitio n offered a ra y ' 
of hope to boys 
if he took a bath 
on Christmas d a y he would stay 
clean all the y e a r. 


These 
are 
am ong 
the 
many 
strange belief* 
th a t have grown 
up about t hristmas. 
Some people 
at some time 
evidently believed 
some of them. Perhaps later people 
will be listing som e of our beliefs 
and smiling at them as we do at 
the samples given here.

In Mexico, during the nine days 
before Christmas, candlelight pro­ 
cessions are formed nightly Called

‘lodging.” this ritual reenacts the 
Hcly Family’s journey to Bethle­ 
hem and its difficulty in Anding a 
place to stay 
At a prearranged 
h o u s e h o l d , the m archers are 
barred at first, then admitted with 
rejoicing. 


Consider both the parent and the 
child when buying Christmas toys 
for pre school children and every 
one will be happier 
Some parents have a low toler 
ance for noise and highly unpopu 
lar will be the friend who presents 
their children with a noise-maker 
Toys that contain many bits and 
pieces that have to be picked up 
and playthings that offer a serious 
storage problem are a bane to a 
busy parent.

The thoughtful custom of sending 
cards to friends and relatives at 
Christmas comes down to us from 
England 
It Is generally suggested by his­ 
torians that the idea began with 
schoolboys away from home who 
wrote their Christmas letters on 
fancy paper and rn fancy writing 
There has been c o n t r o v e r s y 
through the years as to who sent 
the first lithographed cards. 
In 
1941 a copy of an old Christmas 
card was found in the British m u­ 
seum and credit for th* card was 
given to William Maw Egley, a 
16-year old apprentice, in the year 
1842. 
Tole Gets Credit 
Later evidence, however, gave 
Credit for the first card to Sir Hen­ 
ry Cole and lithographer John C. 
Horsley, in the year 1843. 
Cards credited to Egley and Cole 
are quite similar. Each was etched 
in black and white and each shows 
drinking, dancing and holiday m er­ 
riment scenes, and both carry holi­ 
day greetings. 
Evidence that Egley was not the 
originator comes from a framed 
copy of the Egley card which re­ 
portedly carries a note on the back 
in the apprentice s handwriting 
j 
The note says the card was fin 
ished December 3. 1848 and is the 
“second ever published.” 
Cole began sending out cards to 
all his friends in 1846, each card 
bearing the message, “ A Merry 
Christmas and Happy New Year.” I 
Although the cards brought fame 
and popularity to Cole, it was some 
twenty 
years 
before 
Christmas 
cards became very popular in E ng­ 
land.

Toys Will Suit Age, 
Interests of Child 
lf Carefully Chosen 


Picture the sight of the proud 
parent who sees to It that Santa 
brings bundles of expensive and 
intricate toys and soon after Christ­ 
mas finds that little Junior prefers 
to play with Mother's pots and 
pans. 
It happens, quite often, and poor 
Dad never realizes that he has 
made an unwise selection of toys. 
Quite often, he is slightly disturbed 
because his child isn’t interested 
in what he considers excellent 
playthings. 
Toymakers are highly conscious 
of the fact that children at various 
ages have different interests and 
m anufacture toys for specific age 
groups. For the one-year-and-un- 
der age group there are hundreds 
of e x c e l l e n t toys—soft, cuddly 
bears, elephants and other animals 
that can be squeezed to make 
noises and sounds 
For this age 
group, too, there are many floating 
toys, most of which are made of 
sponge, celluloid or plastic. 
Toys to Please 
The child who has just learned 
to walk, or is less than two years, 
likes toys that he can pull or push 
around, including dolls, stuffed ani­ 
mals, rubber and plastic automo­ 
biles and vehicles. Toys that can

should 
be 
avoided as well as building blocks, 
which are lust something to throw 
and scatter about 
Blocks, trucks, airplanes, boats, 
simple puzzles and toys of this na­ 
ture are suited to the interests of 
pre-school children and It is usu­

Festive desserts play a big part 
In the celebration of the Christmas 
holiday and no other treats are 
more associated with this holiday 
than plum pudding a n d mince 
meat pie. 
The origin of the plum pudding 
Is lost in history, 
but popular 
legend explains it thia way: 
Once upon a time, an English 
king went hunting on Chriatmas 
Eve A sudden blizzard blocked the 
paths of the forest and the hunters 
became lost One member of the 
party, the cook, was charged with 
the task of preparing dinner from 
whatever food he could find. In 
desperation, he literally t h r e w 
“everything" into the pot—the re­ 
mains of a stag chopped into fine 
bits, flour, b i r d s’ e g g s , dried 
plums, ale, brandy, s u g a r and 
meat from some wild game. Soon, 
to his surprise and delight, he had 
a delicious, hot “pudding" and to 
this day, true plum puddings have 
all of these ingredients which our 
quick-witted hunter put into his 
cooking pot. 
Mince Meat Pie 
The tasty mince meat pie was 
originally devised by the Puritans 
as a religious offering and was 
served with a tiny figure of the 
Christ child in its center. The 
earliest known recipe dates from 
the reign of James I in the early 
17th century At that time the pie 
was filled with beef tongue, chop­ 
ped chicken, eggs, raisins, orange 
and lemon peelings, sugar and 
various spices.
